Berlin, October 12.—Telephonic 
advices from  Friederichshafen 
state that although the wind has 
been cnasing the ZR-3 since 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, the aver- 
age speed for the first 1,009 
miles dropped to 64.7 miles an 
hour. This is 1.3 miles per hour 
short of cruising speed.

Berlin, October 13.—Far out over 
the tumbling waters of the Atlantic 
the ZR-3 is trailing a wake of moon- 
light on her yoyage to the new world. 
She should reach the United States 
Tuesday..night or Wednesday morn- 
ing. Her course soon will cross the 
deathless path of the tiny Santa 
Maria, in which Christopher Colum- 
bus first spanned the western ocean. 

It was on October 12, 1492, that 
Columbus stepped ashore to miscall 
a great race, “Indians,” and to claim 
an empire for Ferdinand and Isabella. 

At 6:40 on the morning of October 
12, 1924, Dr. Hugo Eckener leaned 
from the pilot gondola of the ZR-2 
and shouted the command that sent 
the giant bag high into the air from 
Friedrichshafen, across a corner of 
Switzerland, over central France to 
the mouth of the Gironde river on the 
Bay of Biscay, beyond the bay tea 
Cape Ortegal on the Spanish shoulder 
that juts out into the Atlantic, and 
finally out into the vast spaces above 
the great ocean itself. 

Wings Way to Azores. 

Far away from land and even from 
the regular paths of steamers the 
ZR-3 holds her southwesterly course 
toward the Azores with only an oe- 
casional battered tramp steamer or a 
lonely African trade ship to mark her 
passing,

ZR-3, which had been interrupted a 
while before Cape Ortegal was pass- 
ec. wus reestablished at 2 o'clock this 
morning according to a messave 
from ibe radio station near Hambure.

Points Nuse to U, S. 

Another great cheer went up but 
it never reached the big bag which 
was wrapped in the racket of its 
own motors. 

Scarcely had the echo of the cry 
died «way when the ZR-3 poked her 
silvery prow into the dim.mist of 
the Rhine vailey above Lake Con 
stance and vanished from view on a

ZEPPELIN SIGHTED 
TWICE IN FRANCE. 

Paris, October 12.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The ZR-3 sped across 
France today at about SO miles an 
hour and at such a great altitude that 
only a few persons saw her, particu- 
larly as she steered clear of the larger 
towns. The airship, so far as report- 
ed, was sighted only twice-in France 
near the east frontier, and her wire- 


less signals were caught as she passed 
close to Bordeaux. 

Departing from France, the dirigible 
was sighted first at 8:4C a. m. over 
Belfort, a short distance west of the 
German-Swiss frontier along France’s 
eastern boundary. She then turned 
slightly southward toward Bordeaux 
in sight of the Alps and was seen 
again near Montbeliard. 30 miles to 
the west, flying high and fast.

The next sign of life for the French 
from the trans-Atlantic voyager came 
when the Bordeaux wireless station 
caught the airship’s location signals 
as she was leaving French soil for the 
Bay of Biscay, where she began her 
great sea flight to Lakehurst.

As the Zeppelin’s 
speed would indicate, she followed a 
fairly direct line from Belfort to the 
Bordeaux region and probably passed 
over the most sparsely settled country 
and at such a height that many of 
the thousands who watched for her 
failed to get a glimpse of the airship.

of-war beside a passenger liner. 

Plans for linking the nations of 
the earth by commercial dirigibles 
are now well under way.

WADE’S “LONGSTREET.”

Moreover, the writer of a 
book in which every actual detail 
is supported by explicit citation can 
afford to disregard the violent at- 
tacks which have been made on his 
work by a few sentimentalists. 


And it is not to be dverlooked 
that this vital and faithful book is 
extremely readable. The author has 
devised artfully, and used to good 
purpose, a style which runs along 
with a heartiness and a slap-dash 
ease aS racy and indigenous as 
Longstreet’s own conversation. 

It is not too much to hope that 
Mr. Wade’s book will stimulate 
other young southerners to do work 
in this field and in this spirit and 
manner.

VALUE OF PARKS. 

The American Civic association, 
the American Park society and the 
American Institute of Park execu- 
tives held a coordinated conference 
in Washington last week. At the 
conference the importance of na- 
tional, state and city parks to the 
welfare of the nation was Stressed. 

On the general significance and 
importance of municipal park plan- 
ning Frederick Law Olmstead, Jr, 
who served on the senate park 
commission ‘for several years, said: 

“Nothing serves all the purposes 
efficiently and well as a party system. 
There are probably none, except high- 
ways ant perhaps schools, which in- 
volves co large a capital investment. 
The productive value of this invest- 
ment is largely determined by the skill 
and wisdom applied to the innumer- 
able determinations of details.” 

There is no question about the 
truthfulness of that statement. The 
Constitution from time to time has 
impressed the value of park space— 
the economic value—to Atlanta. It 
vigorously advocated a great central 
park, and if we had such a down- 
town park system today not only 
would the health of the city, the 
comfort of thousands of: tenement 
dwellers and the appreciation of 
other thousands of visitors to the 
city daily be better conserved, but 
many of the daily street tragedies, 


especially involving children, would | 


be eliminated. 

No city in America feels a more,

Mr. Wheatley, minister of health in 
the MacDenald cabinet, who belongs

to the soviets. Said Mr. Wheatley: 
“A Russian loan would help unem- 
ployment in this country. A Russian 
loan would be a good thing even if 
it were never repaid.”

But 
whether all classes are willing to co- 
operate to check unemployment tem- 
porarily by a loan to Russia, with the 
inevitable result that the labor party 
will assume credit for the perform- 
ance, is doubtful. If the money is to 
be given to Russia to check unem- 
ployment at home in England, Eng- 
lishmen may. ask quite logically: 
“Why not give the money direct to

HEALTH TALKS |

THE BRADY BARCAROLE. 

Though [| sometimes nearly- con- 
tradict myself in some minor matter, 
on all the big questions I am pretty 
consistent, for a person who has so 
much to say. Take for example.a 
few of the hygienic principles of 
axioms which [I uphold and see how 
perfectly they all dovetail. 

1. As a working rule, which has 
no important exceptions, overweight 
is attributable to either insufficient 
exercise or overeating or an unhappy 
combination of the two. 

2. Within reasonable limitations 
every individual can determine his 
own girth rate. 

3. A man should marry a plump 
wife early and if necessary often. 

Of course a man might overdo the 
thing, especially if he himself is in- 
clined to corporosity. The ideal ar- 
rangement, from the hygienie view- 
point, is for the husband to be some- 
what skinny. Such a husband can be 
fairly comfortable at the movies with 
his own wife. This arrangement 
conduces to longevity... And a wife 
can everdo the plump business, too. 
If she keeps on gaining after the 
age of 30. her present husband will 
probably have the opportunity of 
selecting another plump one before 
very long.

One of the most beautiful tributes 
ever paid to a Georgian was that to 
Congressman Gordon Le. Saturday 
by the people of the district which 
be has served so long and faithfully 
in the world’s greatest legislative as- 
sembly.

To look well the feet must feel well.

instep. The toes are comparatively 
free, rounded at the tip instead of 
pointed. We have not yet achieved a 
straight inner line to the shoe, so that 
when standing the large toe lies 
Straight instead of being pushed over 
at an angle, except in sports and cer- 
tain types of walking shoes. But I 
have no doubt that in a few years 
even the most dressy evening slippers 
will be made like this. 

You must remember when you walk, 
that the toes must spreal a little Vit 
to give the proper balance to the body 
as the weight is shifted from the heel 
to the ball of the foot and partially on 
to the shoes. This happens at each 
step. 

If*vou have been wearing the wrong 
sort of shoes, buy a pair built along 
the natural lines of the feet, and see 
how your feet improve in even a few 
weeks. Go to a good chiropodist at 
the same time and have corns removed, 
eallouses rubbed smooth, and the toe- 
nails cut properly. Keep up this good 
treatment by massaging the feet every 
day, preferably after your bath, work- 
ing each toe separately with the fingers 
in a motion that goes back and forth 
so as to loosen and exercise the joint 
at the base of each toe. ‘This is par- 
ticularly important for the big toe, for 
when this joint swells, as it will when 
the toes are cramped, the result is a 
bunion, 

This reatment, and properly made 
shoes, will make yvour feet feel from 
five to 15 years younger, you, yourself, 
younger and happier. You cannot look 
well or feel: well with aching feet.

Propaganda in Northern 
States About Horrible 
Child Labor Conditions 


| Spiked by Stanley. 


—_——- 


Out of 49,000 workers in Georgia 
textile plants, exactly 71 are under 
14 1-2 years old. There are, therefore, 
about one-third of a child of this age 
to each mill, there being approximate- 
None 
of these children are under 
years of age. 

Between the ages of 14 1-2 and 16, 
there are exactly 1,100 individual tex- 
tile workers in the state. 

These figures were given out last 
week by Hal M. Stanley, com- 
missioner of commerce and labor for 
the state, in refutation of misleading 
statements which are being sent out 
all over the country in an effort to 
force ratification of the federal child 
labor amendment and in criticism of 
the action of the Georgia legislature, 
which refused to ratify the proposed 
constitutional amendment at the last 
session. 

Provisions of Law. 

The law of Georgia provides that 
no persons less than 14 1-2 years old 
shall be employed in any textile plant, 
except orphans or the children of 
widows, where it is necessary for 
support. Children in the latter class 
may b* employed between the ages of 

2 and 14 1-2, but in each case only 
under the strictest supervision of the 
state labor department and in work 
n°t harmful! to their health. As stated, 
there are, all told, 71 such cases in 
the state and in every one, according 
to Mr. Stanley, it would be unwise 
and cruel to forbid the youngsters to 
earn the money they now do. 

Mr. Stanley gave out the above 
figures after he had received a letter 
from George A. Sweetser, attorney, 
of Boston, Mass., which inclosed a 
copy of a letter written to Mr. Sweet- 
ser by Esther Lee Rider, state child 
labor inspector for Alabama.

ONE DYING, 1 HURT 
IN MINE EXPLOSION 


Birmingham, Ala., October 12.—T. 
E. Strain, 27, miner, is reported 
dying and Will Robinson, 43, fire 
boss at the Straven mines of the

Coolidge in a Columbus day letter to 
Vita Contessa, of New York, president 
of the Italian Benevolent society. 
made publie here today, paid tribute 


to Christopher Columbus and _ to 
American citizens, of Italian birth. 

Commenting on messages which he 
said made apparent that this year Co- 
lumbus day would-be “observed very 
widely,” Mr. Coolidge recalled that 
Columbus in his own time “was re- 
paid with little else than disgrace, 
disappointment and ignominy.” 

“Today,” the president said, “Co- 
lumbus holds place as one of the few 
greatest among men. Probably of all 
achievements that may be credited to 
a single individual, that of Columbus 
would be popularly accepted as the 
foremost in history. 

“With every celebration of this an- 
niversary, we all realize mere clearly 
the significance of the revolution in 
humuat: relationships which began with 
the voyages of Columbus and the ex- 
pansion of civuization to the outlying 
parts of the world. It is fitting that 
a son of Italy should have been mark- 
ed by destiny for this service; that 
Ital. so long the seat of ancient civi- 
lization, should thus pass on the torch 
to a new era and a new world. 

“Tt is the fortune of eur countrys 
to have attracted thither an impres- 
sive number of the sons and daughters 
of this land where leadcrship and 
lofty talent have so long found noble 
fruition. They have contributed rich- 
ly of their industry, their love for lib- 
erty, their gemus for the sciences, the 
arts and the humanities. They have 
given much to making oi country 
what it is: and in turn I am sure they 
have found advantage in the opportu 
nities which this new continent has at- 
forded. It is good to know that Colum- 
bus day will be so generally observed 
and that its celebration will furnish 
‘new testimony to the traditional 
friendship between our country an¢ 
the ancient homeland of the Italian 
| people.”
